EMULSIFIABLE 
PARATHION FOR 
GRAPE MEALYBUG

Farm Advisor 
VISALIA, Feb. 21 — Dormant 


sprays of emulsifiable parathion 
control grape mealybug, an insect 
particularly damaging in table 
grape vineyards. Mealybug infes- 
tations have been increasing in 
recent years in some areas of Tu- 


lare county. . 

The control is improved if dor- 
mant oil emulsion is added to the 
emulsibiable parathion. Use two 
pints of emulsifiable parathion 
and two gallons of dormant oil 
emulsion per 100 gallons of wa- 
ter. Apply 300 gallons per acre 
for cordon-pruned vines and 200 
to 250 gallons for. cane-pruned 
vines. 

For combined black measles 
and mealybug control, omit. the 
oil, and add three quarts of sod- 
ium arsenite to the hundred. When 
sodium arsenite is included, allow 
a four week interval between 
pruning and spraying. Spraying 
must be completed prior to the 
time the buds begin to push. 

A bulletin outlining the pro- 
cedure for mealybug control may 
be obtained from the Farm Ad- 
visor’s office, post office building, 
Visalia.
